Election won’t be 
child’s play: Harper 

Tory leader downplays majority chances in 'tough' race 


Moments after Prime Min¬ 
ister Stephen Harper trig¬ 
gered a federal election 
for Tuesday, Oct. 14, he 
downplayed prospects of 
a majority win, saying 
even a stronger minority 
government is a prize 
worth going to the voters 
a year early for. 

“I’m in this election to 
win. We believe it’s going to 
be a tough election. We be¬ 
lieve it will be a tight elec¬ 
tion and, yes, we believe it 
will be, in all likelihood, a 
minority,” he said. 

He denied his decision to 
pull the plug was motivated 
by opinion polls showing 
the Conservatives may be in

reach of a majority. 

Harper said at a time of 
global economic uncertain¬ 
ty, “we have come to a mo¬ 
ment that requires the peo¬ 
ple of Canada to choose.” 

He urged voters to look at 
the immediate economic 
picture and the question of 
“competent leadership.” 

Liberal Leader Stephane 
Dion called Harper’s gov¬ 
ernment “the largest spend¬ 
ing government in Canadi¬ 
an history. But... they gov¬ 
ern for the next day, the 
next poll, the next election. 


Never do they govern for 
the next generation.” 

Dion promised his plan to 
tax carbon fuels, excluding 
gasoline, would lessen taxes 
on hard-hit individuals and 
industries. 

NDP Leader Jack Layton 
urged voters to “say good¬ 
bye to the George Bush era 
in our own conduct 
abroad.” 

“Stephen Harper an¬ 
nounced he is quitting as 
prime minister, so today 
I’m announcing that I’m ap¬ 
plying for his job,” he said. 

Bloc Quebecois Leader 
Gilles Duceppe pitched his 
party as the key to blocking 
a Conservative majority.

• Harper's Conservatives pre¬ 
viously passed legislation 
that set Oct. 19, 2009 as the 
fixed date for the next gener¬ 
al election. 

He slammed Harper for 
quitting the UN’s Kyoto 
treaty on climate change 
and said Harper is waging a 
war on culture in Quebec.

May called on voters to flex 
their muscle to fight cli¬ 
mate change, “child pover¬ 
ty, world peace and nuclear 
disarmament.”

After two bicycle deaths in 
two weeks, ghost bikes 
have appeared near the in¬ 
tersections where two cy¬ 
clists met their fate. 

The real-life metal appari¬ 
tions aren’t the result of di¬ 
vine intervention, rather, 
the initiative of Michael 
Kalmanovitch, president of 
the Edmonton Bicycle Com¬ 
muters. 

“Whenever a cyclist is 
killed on Edmonton road¬ 
ways, we will go out and in¬ 
stall a ‘ghost bike’ with sig¬ 
nage to remind passing 
pedestrians and motorists 
to make sure our actions 
don’t cause an accident.” 

On Friday afternoon, a 
man on a bicycle was killed 


in the residential neigh¬ 
bourhood of 110 Avenue 
and 153 Street, after he was 
hit by a truck at an intersec¬ 
tion. 

And earlier last week, a 
77-year-old man died when 
he was struck by a City of 
Edmonton Bylaw car at 
Groat Road and 111 Avenue. 

“The (Groat Road) acci¬ 
dent was at an anonymous 
intersection with no human 
life there,” Kalmanovitch 
said. “The second one was 
very community-based and 
people needed to come out 
and debrief.” 

He said many neighbours 
were left with more ques¬ 
tions than answers after the 
weekend tragedy. 

“They don’t understand 
how something like this 
could have happened.” 

Kalmanovitch has placed 


the white, spray-painted 
bikes at each location as an 
eerie reminder that cyclists 
and motorists need to con¬ 
sider each others’ presence 
as a matter of life and 


poignant for us.”

Sgt. Prescott Shipway of 
Shilo, Man., was the 97th 
Canadian soldier killed 
since Ottawa sent troops to 
Afghanistan in late 2002.

New drug offers 
hope for diabetics 

injections A stronger, 
once-a-weelc injection of 
an existing diabetes drug 
seems to lower blood sugar 
better and with fewer side 
effects than the original 
twice-daily dose, making it 
much easier for patients to 
stick to their treatment 
plan, according to a study 
released today. 

The drug, exenatide, 
would be the first weekly 
treatment for Type 2 dia¬ 
betes, with other drugs re¬ 
quiring up to three daily 
injections or tablets. The 
current formula is admin¬ 
istered twice a day, and 
was approved in the U.S. 
under the Byetta brand 
three years ago. Neither 
version is available in 
Canada. 

“This is among the more 
potent therapies devel¬ 
oped to date,” lead author 
Dr. Daniel Druclcer, from 
Toronto’s Mount Sinai Hos¬ 
pital, wrote in an email. 
Seventy-five per cent of pa¬ 
tients achieve their glu¬ 
cose targets, in compari¬ 
son to about 60 per cent on 
the twice-daily shot.

U.S. air strikes increasing 
civilian casualties: Report

Afghanistan The U.S. has 
stepped up its use of air 
strikes in Afghanistan, in¬ 
creasing civilian casualties, 
the New York-based group 
Human Rights Watch said 
in a report yesterday. 

Civilian deaths due to air 
strikes in 2007 totaled 321, 
almost tripling the 2006 
count, the report said. In 
the first seven months of 
2008, at least 119 civilians 
were killed in air strikes 

They added the increase 
has led to “large numbers 
of civilian casualties, con¬ 
troversy over the use of air- 
power in Afghanistan, and 
intense criticism of U.S. 
and NATO forces by 
Afghan political leaders 
and the public.” 


The report comes weeks 
after U.S.-led coalition 
forces carried out an air 
strike in the province of 
Herat which the Afghan 
government and the Unit¬ 
ed Nations say killed 96 
civilians. The U.S. military 
says five to seven civilians 
were killed. The incident 
sparked protests and 
caused the Afghan govern¬ 
ment to call for a review of 
the presence of foreign 
forces in Afghanistan. 

Civilian casualties rarely 
result from planned air 
strikes on suspected Tal¬ 
iban targets but almost al¬ 
ways occur during “oppor¬ 
tunity” strikes in support 
of attacked ground troops, 
the report said. reuters 



Ike hits Cuba and Haiti, nears Gulf 


storm Hurricane Ike 
roared ashore in northeast¬ 
ern Cuba yesterday with 
120 mph winds, torrential 
rains and massive waves 
that rolled through coastal 
towns.

Before heading to Cuba, 
Ike dumped more heavy 
rain on Haiti, where at 
least 47 people have died 
in the town of Cabaret. 

Roofs were ripped off 
and power lines were 
knocked down at Great In- 
agua, the Bahamas’ south¬ 
ernmost island, and 
Britain's Turks and Caicos 
islands. 

Forecasters said Ike 
would likely enter the Gulf 
of Mexico, potentially 
threatening New Orleans. 
The Florida Keys islands 
have been evacuated as a 
precaution. reuters

CARBON TAX — The Liberal 
Party has proposed carbon 
taxes to cut greenhouse gas 
emissions and fight climate 
change, and will use the 
money to cut income taxes 
and boost subsidies to the 
poor. Liberal Leader Stephane 
Dion says the changes will 
improve Canada's competi¬ 
tive position, but the Conser¬ 
vatives say the current 
economic slowdown means 
it's not the right time for new 
taxes and say greenhouse 
emissions can be limited by 
regulation.

N ow in the sev¬ 
enth decade of 
my life, I look 
back at the 
world of my 
childhood, with its shared 
phone lines, ice boxes, ra¬ 
dio soap operas, and no tel¬ 
evision, and it seems like 
an ancient, lost civilization. 
And yet the ideas and val¬ 
ues I learned as a child 
seem every bit as important 
for today’s youth, for whom 
rappers, billionaires and 
movie stars are role models. 

When I was a boy, my fa¬ 
ther was a bigger-than-life 
figure, a wonderful story¬ 
teller who enchanted peo¬ 
ple with his outgoing per¬ 
sonality. He was my hero. 
He took me camping and 
fishing and instilled in me a 
love of nature and the out¬ 
doors. When he came 
home from work, he al¬ 
ways asked me what I had 
learned in school, and as I 
recounted my lessons, he 
seemed genuinely interest¬ 
ed, often amplifying my in¬ 
formation or correcting 
me. 

I loved those sessions, 
and I now realize that he 


was reinforcing my educa¬ 
tion by making me recount 
what I had learned. 

Dad was my biggest 
booster, but he was also my 
harshest critic. When I be¬ 
gan in television, he fol¬ 
lowed everything I did.

My mother was the rock- 
solid foundation of the fam¬ 
ily.

I on¬ 
ly understood how impor¬ 
tant she was as she devel¬ 
oped Alzheimer’s disease 
and I watched Dad struggle 
to fill her shoes. I begged 
him to allow me to hire 
help for him, but he de¬ 
clined.

dotage, I think about the 
important lessons I want to 
pass on to my children and 
grandchildren — and I real¬ 
ize they are the same les¬ 
sons I got from Dad.

She flew down to Cali¬ 
fornia in October 2006 
and took a course through 
Pet Hunters International 
(now called Missing Pet 
Partnership) that taught 
her how to use CSI-lilce 
techniques to find lost 
pets. 

Back at home, Vaughan 
adopted Dakota from the 
pound and trained him to 
find her cats; first indoors 
and then hidden outside. 
She read up on cat behav¬ 
iour and psychology. 

After that first success¬ 
ful find, Vaughan put up 
her website Petdetec- 
tive.ca and let word of 
mouth — much of it 
through the SPCA — find 
her work. So far, she’s 
found 65 pets and has an 
80-per-cent success rate. 

Vaughan gets calls from 
all over Nova Scotia and 
Canada as there are only 
two licensed pet detec¬ 
tives in the country. “I’d 
like to do this full time. 
I’d like to see it offered 
across Canada.”
